Dear hr. Avella:

On May 2, 2001 you were notified that a review of the above-referenced report{s)
rajsed questions as to specific contributions and/or expenditures, and the reperting of
certain information required by the Federal Election Campaign Act.

Your May 17, 2001 response is incomplete because you have not provided all the
requested information. For this response to be considered adequate, the following
information is stll required.

Commission Regulations require that & commitiee dis¢lose the
identification of all individuals who conmibute in excess of $200 in a
calendar vear. (11 CFR §104.3(a)(4}{i}) Identification for an mdividual is
defined as the full mame, mailing address, occupation and name of
employer. (11 CFR §100.12) Your repor discloses contributions from
mdividuals for which the identification is not complete.

You must provide the missing information, or if you are unable to do se,
yoy must demonstrate that hest fforts” have been used to obtain the
information. To establish “best efforts,” you must provide the Commission
with & detailed description of your procedures for requesting the
information. Establishing “best efforts” is a three-fold process.

First, your original selicitation must include a clear and conspicucus request
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for the comtribuior information and must inform the comtributor of the
requirements of federal Jaw for the reporting of such information. (11 CFR

§104.7(b)(1))

Second, if the information is not provided, you must meke one follow-up,
stand alone effort to obtain this information, regardless of whether the
contribution(s) was solicited or not. This effort must occur po Jater than 30
deys after receipt of the contribution and may be in the form of a written
request or an oral request documented in writing. (11 CFR § 104.7(B)2))
The requrest must:

clearly ask for the missing information, without soliciting 2 contribution;
e inform the contribmor of the requirements of federal law for the
reporting of such information, and
+ if the request is written, Include a pre-addressed post card or return
envelope.

Third, if you receive contributor information after the contribution(s) hags
heen reported, you shall either a) file with your next regularly scheduled
report, an amended memo Schedule A listing all the contributions for which
additional information was received: or b} file on or before your next
regularly scheduled reporting date, amendments to the report{s} oripnally
diselosing the contribution(s). (11 CFR E104.7(bY4))

Piease provide the missing infonnation or a detailed deseripdon of your
procedures for requesting the information. For more information on
demenstrating “best efforts,” please refer to the Campaigo Guide,

your EVENT YEAR-TO-DATE calculations for Admimistrative/yater
Dirive, are incorrect. EVENT YEAR-TO-DATE totals for adminisirative
and voter drive costs are derived by aggregating all disbursements during
the calendar year for the whole Adminisirative/Voter Drive category.
EVENT YEAR-TO-DATE totals for fundraising, direct candidate support,
and exempt activities are derived by aggregating all dishbursements during
the calendar year within a specific event. These should be caleunlated by
adding the latest dishursement for a category or event to the previous
EVENT YEAR-TO-DATE total for that category or event. This running
EVENT YEAR-TO-DATE total should be disclosed after each
dishursement is listsd. Please amend your report by providing the correct
EVENT YEAR-TO-DATE totals.
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Schedule H3 of your report discloses transfers received from your
non-federal account which occur outside the permissible transfer period.
Please be advised that transfers for shured activity must be made within a
70-day _time peried: no morg than 10 dave before or 60 days after the

navment _to the vendor, 11 CFR §§106.5(g2) and 106.6(e)(2) Please
clarify the nature of these transfers-in from the non-federal account.

The Commission recommends that you immediately tramsfer the total
excessive amount received by your federal account outside the 70-day time
period back to your non-federal aceonnt. Although the Commisgion may
take fiarther legal action concerning this prohibited activity, your prompt
action will be taken into consideration,

An adequate response must be received at the Commission by June 13, 2001.
Adequate responsss received on or before this date will be taken into consideration in
determining whether audit action will be initiated. Requests for extensions for ¢time lo
which to respond will nat be considered. Failure to provide an adequate respense by
this date may result in an andii of the committes. Failure ta coraply with the pravisions of
the Aot may also teeult in an enforcement action against the committce. Any responsc
submitted by your committes will be placed on the public record and will be considered
by the Commission prior to taking enforcement action,
